Think It Over 
There has been much written cautioning the motorist to be 
eareful in his driving. In all probability sueh warnings have 


been heeded by many and as a result there ere less cripples 
than would otherwise be going around on erutches or perhaps 
helpless—also the number of deaths is probably less by some 
thousands. Thoughtlessness must be the main cause of auto- 
mobile accidents—therefore drive carefully and save lives. 

The best contribution we have read along this line is the 
following article by George Malcolm Smith and printed in The 
Travelers Protection: 

““[ saw you barely miss a little boy on a tricycle this 
afternoon and heard you yell, ‘Get the hell out of the way! 
Don’t you know any better than to ride in the street?’ 
He didn’t answer because he hasn’t learned to talk yet. 
So I’m going to answer for him. 

‘“No, the little boy doesn’t know any better than to 
ride his tricycle in the street. He has been warned not to, 
but little boys don’t always heed warnings. Some adults 
don’t—especially traffic warnings; for example, the one 
limiting the speed of automobiles in city streets. 

“I’m going to tell you something about that little boy: 
He has a mother who endured considerable inconvenience, 
anxiety, and suffering to bring him into the world. He 
has a father who has worked hard and made many sacri- 
fices to make him healthy and happy. The supreme pur- 
pose of their lives is to have their little boy grow up tobe 
a useful and prosperous man. 

‘““Now stop a minute and think. I know your minutes 
are valuable and I know it will be hard for you to think. 
But try. If you should kill a child how would you feel 
facing its parents? What excuse could you give them for 
having robbed them of their dearest possession? More 
important: What excuse could you possibly offer Him 
whose kingdom is made up of little children? 

**Children, my hasty friend, were here long before you 
or your automobile were ever thought of. All the auto- 
mobiles on earth are not worth the life of one little boy 
on a tricycle. Any competent garage mechanic can put a 
ear together, however badly it’s smashed, but nobody on 
earth can put a child together once its life has been crush- 
ed out. We don’t know what that little boy may some 
day be. But we know what you are, and it’s unimportant. 
We could get along without you, but we can’t spare a 
single little boy on this street.’’ 


Little Business Tells President 


t is quite certain that the President did not expeet such 
a stormy session at the recent conference with ‘‘little business 
men’’ of the nation. Be that as’it may, it was made emphatic- 
ally plain to him that Sittle business—as well as big business 
—is on the warpath against his attitude toward them; that 
there is very little difference between the attitude of the two 
toward the policy of government.toward business. The prob- 
lems of both are practically the same—when big business feels 
the wallops handed it by government so does the little fellow. 
As has been pointed out, little business has greater worries over 
governmental red tape than the big organ‘zation—for the latter 
has resources to hire auditors, lawyers and lobbyists, while the 
little business man must look after all details himself because 
his business will not permit him to hire the extra help and meet 
the expense it would entail. The program presented to the 
President by little business is very much the same as that of 
big business—opposing ‘‘unwarranted and malicious attacks on 
business by administration representatives,’’ and ‘‘further un- 
due government interference,’’ urges repeal of the undistrib- 
uted profits tax and modification of the capital gains tax, de- 
mands that employers and employes ‘‘be held responsible for 
the execution of labor agreements,’’ and charges that the Wag- 
ner labor act as administered ‘‘is unfair and detrimental to 
business and discourages reemployment.’’ The resolution also 
asks ‘curtailment of publie expenditures, balancing of the bud- 
get, abolishment of further tax-exempt securities, equalization 
of taxes for all federal, state and local governmental employes, 
and a ‘‘buy American’’ campaign. 
This sounds like ‘‘little business’’ is no less reactionary than 
‘*hig business’’ when it comes to unnecessary and detrimental 
interference with its affairs—which naturally result in detri- 
ment to the country as a whole and only keep the return of 
prosperity in the offing.

California physicians have launched an attack against the 
‘‘startling’’ costs and methods at the Los Angeles General hos- 
pital—-and demand a grand jury investigation. They allege 
that costs are higher at the county institution than at most 
private hospitals. The matter was brought out into the open 
by Dr. ‘George H. Kress, president of the Los Angeles County 
Medical association and editor of California and Western Med- 
icine, official journal of the California Medical association, in 
an article in the current issue, in which it is declared county 
hospital costs are ‘‘little less than stupid and outrageous.’ 
Specifically the doctor declares that while Los Angeles phy- 
sicians are donating each year $2,000,000 worth of their ser- 
vices to a supposedly free institution maintained for the poor 
and needy, each patient is being billed at a rate higher than he 
would pay in the ward of a private hospital. Dr. Kress cited 
as an example the billing of one family for $215.40 for a stay 
of twelve days by the mother of a new born child at the county 
hospital, $136.50 of which was for use of the operating room 
during a Caesarian operation, while about the same time the 
attending physician had a similar case at another hospital and 
the operating room cost was $12.50. Scandals in the ‘‘ big city”’ 
are numerous these days—and if such things creep into such 
an honorable profession as the physicians and surgeons it is 
doubly regrettable. : 
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Things are popping in Los Angeles—and one bad thing 
about the situation is that law enforcement officials are divid- 
ed. It does not look so good when the chief of police and dis- 
trict attorney are opposing each other. Apparently there is 
going to be a real show-down and it appears likely that some 
exposures are about to be made that will place policemen and 
perhaps others in a very bad light. If rottenness is prevalent 
among law enforcement agencies our neighbors of the metro- 
politan city ought to know it—and see to it that things.are 
cleaned up.

Cars Entering State 
Average Two a Minute 








For Record Last Year 





Entering the state in a steady 
stream at an average rate of about 
two cars each minute of the year, 
motor tourists established new 
records for California during 1937. 

Final tallies revealed that 946,- 
434 passenger cars with 2,588,435 
passengers entered the state at the 
various border stations during 
1937, 

Southern California played host 
to a banner number of out-of-state 
motorists, showing a 10 per cent 
increase over 1936. An estimated 
total of 668,174 visitors entered the 
state through the five Southern 
California border quarantine sta- 
tions of the state agricultural de- 
partment, exceeding the number 
entering at the remaining 18 sta- 
tions in northern and eastern Cal- 
ifornia. 

June, July and August were the 
favorite vacation months for east- 
ern and northern visitors while 
California motorists returned from 
vacation trips in greatest num- 
bers during July, August and Sep- 
tember. 





County Relief Costs 


Reduce Tax Revenue | for 





The quarterly allotment of the 
state gasoline tax has been receiv- 
ed by San Bernardino county, the| 
amount being $55,325. 
current allocation there was de- 
ducted $39,377 to reimburse the 
state for loans made to the county 
in 1933 and 1934 for emergency 
relief activities., The total amount 
allocated to the county before the 
deduction was $94,702. 

During the period of emergency 
relief, San Bernardino county bor- 
rowed $594,745 from the state 
which will be repaid over a 10- 
year period. 

Harry B. Riley, state controller, 
said in allocating the money, that 
the state bond act of 1933, which 
made possible the granting of re- 
lief loans to counties throughout 
the state, requires that gasoline 
tax funds be withheld if repay- 
ment is not made in some other 
manner. 

The tax money is apportioned to 
the counties on a basis of automo- 
bile registrations, The allocation 
to the county was based on a reg- 
istration of 63,603 automobiles, 

The apportionment of $4,085,245 
made to the 58 counties for the 
quarter ending Dec. 31 is the larg- 
est in the history of the gasoline 
tax, said Mr. Riley. From this 
amount $1,526,606 was withheld. 
The sum of $8,170,491 went to the 
state highway fund before the. 
county distribution was made.

Q—What is the extent of my lia- 
bility in a case where a friend was 
injured while a guest in our car? 
She was injured when thrown 
against the windshield because I 
was compelled to make a sudden 
stop to avoid striking a child. 

A—tThere is no liability when 
the person paid no fare and un- 
less it could be proved that such 
injury resulted from intoxication 
or willful misconduct on your part. 

Q—Recently I was given a traf- 
fic ticket and notified to appear in 
court which is almost 300 miles 
trom where I live. To appear in 
court will prove a hardship, loss of 
time, and expense. Can I be rep- 
resented in court instead of going 
there personally ? 

A—If you gave a written prom- 
ise to appear in court, you may 
be represented in court by counsel 
if you so choose. 

Q—I have a trailer coach I use 
only a few times each year. Do 
I need to have a signaling device 
upon it? 

A—An approved electrical or 
mechanical signal device must be 
used on either the trailer coach 
or the towing vehicle.

Of New Citrus Growers 
Organ in State

R. O. Price, Upland citrus grow- 
eer and president of the San Ber- 
nardino County Farm Bureau, has 
been appointed to the personnel of 
the newly organized California Or- 


ange Growers Stabilization com- 
mittee. 
This organization, which has! 


‘been set up by the California grow- 
ers of winter oranges and repre- 
sents the entire industry in the 
state, is attempting to find some 
means of disposing of the surplus 
crop, mow measured to be mere} 
than 76,000,000 dozen. In its first 
meeting this month in Covina, Mr. 
Price, slong with two Ontario| 
growers, Charles Latimer and John | 
Gaylord, were selected to the mem-} 
bership of the California commit- 
tee 

In Chicago last month an agree- 
ment was reached between the 
chains and independents whereby 
they would combine their efforts to| 
push the sale of oranges in an at-| 
tempt to help the growers dispose 
of their surplus, This resulted 
from the meeting at which repre- 
sentatives of the California, Flor- 
ida, Texas and Arizona orange in- 
dustries conferred with the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the food 
chains of the United States, and 
the Independent Food Distribut- 
ora Council. 

The total national winter orange 
crop is 389,000,000 dozen, or more 
than twenty per cent greater than 
in the 1936-37 season. During 
the weeks of February 24, March 
24 and April 21 the “record crop 
orange sale” will move forward. 
The stores will at that time place 
a heavier emphasis on the import- 
ance of this movement by adding 
store and window displays.
